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SLOAN’S LIFE OF NAPOLEON. 

Those who recall “Harper’s Magazine” of a generation 
ago will remember how they were entertained, if not in- 
structed, in their youth by the appearance in serial form 
in “Harper’s” of a Life of Napoleon Bonaparte, by a 
Congregational clergyman, the Rev. John 8S. C. Abbott. 
A comparison of Abbott’s life of Napoleon with the one 
just completed in the “Century Magazine,” by Prof. Will- 
iam M. Sloane, illustrates the changes in our literature 
during the intervening peried. Abbott’s biography was 
a eulogy, a rhapsody, and was wholly lacking in any at- 
tempt at critical analysis. The New England clergyman 
worshiped the Napoleon of his imagination almost as he 
worshiped his God, that is without questioning his great- 
ness or his goodness. Professor Sloane has not sought to 
create a hero, but to portray the man as he is revealed in 
his actions, in his sayings. in his writings and in con- 
temporary records and d scriptions. He has had ad- 
vantage of the large accumulation of material of this 
character since Abbott wrote, and this he has studied 
with painstaking industry and fidelity in the light of a 
knowledge of French history and character very un- 
usual in a foreigner. 

The result is a work which will long remain the stand- 
ard history of the French Emperor and the one most 
free from the bias of national or personal prejudice or 
predilection. It is only from the point of view in front 
of the footlights that a drama can be criticised with jus- 
tice and impartiality. Each of the actors in it has a 
personal bias that makes it impossible for him to view 
it intelligently as a whole. The interest of America in 
the great drama of politics introduced upon the Eu- 
ropean stage a century ago, with Bonaparte as the prin- 
cipal actor, was too remote to greatly influence American 
judgments concerning him. Hence the American has no 
inherited prejudices of class or nationality to mislead 
him in his study of this great historical character. By 
virtue of his nationality, his professional habit of mind, 
and his special studies, Professor Sloane was eminently 
fitted for the work which he undertook, and which he 
has completed with such satisfaction to his publishers 
and to the public. 

The publishers of this work, the Century Company, 
have performed their part with intelligence and in a 
spirit of generous liberality. In finally presenting Pro- 
fessor Sloane’s biography in book form, they have sur- 
passed themselves, and they are quite correct in describ- 
ing it as the “most superb work of the year.” The re- 
sources of the typographical and illustrative arts have 
been exhausted in its preparation. ‘The illustrations are 
taken from the works of sixty-five of the most celebrated 
artists, such as David, Détaille, Meissonier, Horace Ver- 
net, Gerome, Jiminez, Sir Thomas Lawrence, L. P. Sar- 
gent, Thulstrup and men of like fame, each one a master 
in his special department. The type is unusually large 
and handsome and is printed on a page of 8% x 12 inches 
with abundant margin of beautiful paper. The work is 
issued by subscription only in twenty-two parts; each 
part has forty-eight pages of text, four full-page repro- 
ductions in color and ten in tint and black and white, 
and there are numerous maps and drawings to illustrate 
campaigns and battles. Of the fourteen full-page pic- 
tures in each part, printed on heavy plate paper, four 
are superb reproductions of paintings in the original 
color (called typogravures) made by Messrs. Boussod, 
Valadon & Co., of Paris, after a secret process known 
only to them and superior to any other color process. 
The famous paintings of the world are here—Meissonier’s 
“1807” and “1814,” the works of Philippoteaux, Detaille 
and others; including a great number made expressly for 
this book (in color) and seen in no other form. They 
more nearly resemble the originals than any pictures 
ever heretofore reproduced in any book. 

The twenty-two parts of the work will be divided into 
four volumes. The first of these volumes containing 
thirty-two chapters has already been published and 
brings the narrative down to the fall of Venice, 1797. 
This volume describes the appearance of Napoleon Bona- 
parte as the representative man of the most tumultuous 
and yet most fruitful epoch in the world’s history, the 
anti-natal influences and the influences of association 
and education that shaped his youth, and developed his 
character. These influences were such as to promote 
shiftiness and adroitness rather than high principle and 
regard for the rights of others. Stormy indeed were his 
nation and his birthtime. He himself said, “I was born 
while my country was dying. Thirty thousand French 
vomited on our shores, drowning the throne of liberty 
in waves of blood—such was the horrid sight which first 
met my view. The cries of the dying, the groans of the 
oppressed, tears of despair surrounded my cradle at my 
birth.” . 

His early education was “‘like everything else in 
Corsica, it was pitiful.” His mother declared that he 
was a perfect imp of a child. At Brienne he was the 
best mathematician in the school, but he profited more as 
an ardent reader of works that interested him than by 
the regular routine of study, though he was diligent in 
the abstract sciences. He had no genius for good fel- 
lowship and was reserved and haughty. He cared noth- 
ing for accomplishments and had none. He was de- 
voted to the study of politics and aspired without sue- 
cess to be an author. When in garrison after his gradu- 
ation he suddenly developed great zeal in the study of 
artillery, theoretical and practical. The trade of arms 
was not to his taste, he heartily disliked routine, and de- 
spised the petty duties of his rank. His profession was 
merely a means to an end and he would have followed 
any other with equal interest if not with like success. In 
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early life he was negligent of his duties as a soldier and 
if not actually a deserter, he accepted service in a 
Corsican military force in defiance of French authority. 
Detesting 


Corsica had expelled him and France he hated. Thus he 
was a citizen of the world, a man without a country. 
He was almost without a profession, for he had neg- 
lected that of a soldier; and had failed both as an author 
and a politician. He was without scruples in money mat- 
ters, without a single guiding principle, consistent in 
nothing but in making the best of events as they oc- 
curred. ; 

Such was Napoleon at the outset of his career as he is 
described by Professor Sloane in the opening chapters of 
his work. Napoleon’s first successful feat of arms at 
Avignon made a profound impression on his 
mind, and determined his future career. “The 
visionary boy was transformed into the  prac- 
tical man. Frenchmen were fighting and winning glory 
everywhere and among the men who were reaping laurels 
were some whom he had known and even despised at 
Brienne—Sergeant Pichegru, for instance. Ideas which 
he had momentarily entertained—enlistment in the Rus- 
the army of Italy to that of the Rhine.” Then followed 
the return of the Nabob—all such visions were set aside 
forever, and an application was sent for a transfer from 
the army of Italy to that of the Rhine. Then followed 
Toulon, the Italian campaign, and the opening of the 
great career of the Corsican Frenchman. 

We shall reserve a more critical examination of the 
work until its completion, meanwhile describing the sev- 
eral volumes as they appear. 





THE NAVAL GUN FOUNDRY. 


Capt. Charles O'Neil, superintendent of the naval gun 
foundry at the Washington Navy Yard, in his annual 
report, says that the manufacture of guns has been con- 
fined almost exclusively to those of 8-inch caliber and 
below. Two 12-inch and one 10-inch, incomplete at the 
last report, have been completed. The forgings for the 
eight 13-inch guns of the Kearsarge and the Kentucky 
are in process of delivery. Two complete sets have been 
received and parts of other sets. The four completed 
12-inch guns for the Iowa are still at the yard; one has 
been proved and the other three will soon go to the prov- 
ing ground. One 10-inch Hurst gun was completed this 
year. Seventeen 8-inch guns have been finished during 
the year, 16 for the Brooklyn and Iowa. The eight- 
inch nickel steel gun, designed to be built of three forg- 
ings, to be assembled with the Sellers furnace, remains 
in an unfinished state. An attempt was recently made, 
under the direction of Mr. Sellers’ representative, to re- 
move the tube, but it resulted in failure. The Brooklyn’s 
8-inch guns have been shipped to Cramp’s shipyard to 
be installed on the vessel, and those for the lowa are 
complete, and six are being proved. 

One of the Chicago’s 30-caliber 6-inch guns has been 
converted into a rapid-firing gun with the Fletcher type 
of breech mechanism, and has been fired several times. 
Fourteen 5-inch guns have been completed this year and 
34 more are assembled and in a very advanced state. Of 
four-inch guns 37 were finished during the past twelve 
months and there are 39 others in process of manufac- 
ture, 24 being in an advanced stage. Forgings for 50 
3-inch field guns have been received and the first three 
guns are completed and the type gun tested. The other 
guns are all rifled and chambered. 

Alterations to the foundry are now in progress and a 
large portion of the building is dismantled and the fa- 
cilities for manufacture are for the present much crip- 
pled. This department has prepared the specifications 
for new cupolas, and blowers, electric crane and run- 
way, jib cranes, elevators, etc., and the articles required 
have been advertised for. 

The average monthly working force has been 82314. 

A buitding for the stowage of finished guns 
and mounts is greatly needed, there being at pres- 
ent no provision for such purposes. Both guns and 
mounts are too costly and too subject to injury to be left 
in the gun park, and guns and mounts for auxiliary 
cruisers, and for reserve for the Navy must be properly 
stored and cared for. Data for such a building have 
been submitted te the bureau of yards and docks. A 
suitable loft for storing patterns is also needed, and to 
keep pace with new work, and the march of improvement, 
a moderate sum is needed annually for the purchase of 
new machinery and tools. 


Gen. Miles has authorized a statement, in contradiction 
of that made by Gov. Altgeld, of Illinois, to the effect 
that during the Chicago riots United States troops were 
ordered to be in readiness five days in advance of any 
trouble, to force employés to work for their employers. 
There were strikes on the N. P. R. R. und the Great 
Northern in June, and the mail and interstate commerce 
lines were obstructed and paralyzed. “It was then, and 
not until then, July 2, that President Cleveland ordered 
federal troops to protect United States marshals in the 
lawful execution of their duties, and also to protect 
property under the jurisdiction of the United States 
authorities. At the same time the leaders publicly de- 
clared that it was no longer a strike, but a rebellion. 
When the United States marshals, under the protection 
of the federal troops, had opened the lines of interstate 
commerce and mail routes, and protection had been ob- 
tained for the property under the jurisdiction of the 
United States, the troops were removed to their former 
stations, July 18. Hence they were in Chicago only 
fifteen days, and did not in any way interfere with the 
municipal or State authorities.” 


McKINLEY AS A SOLDIER. 
(From the Philadelphia “Public Ledger.”’) 

In this exciting political campaign it seems remarkable 
that so little has been written or said of the most bril. 
liant period of the life of the Republican candidate for 
the Presidency. 

While his political career has been scanned, and every 
word that he may have uttered in Congress or on the 
stump has been criticised and commented upon, the glori- 
ous record of his four long years of faithful service in 
the field has barely been touched upon. Yet he was one 
of the bravest of soldiers in one of the most famous Tregi- 
ments of the great war, and, while modesty may forbi 
his intruding the military portion of his ifs on Ams 
lic, it is, at the same time, very questionable whether he 
would be willing to exchange all the political honors 
that he has gained, or those that may come to him in four 
years in the White House, for the glories that cluster 
around the memories of his four years of service in the 
army of the Union. 

The regiment in which the young soldier served, the 
23d Ohio Infantry, was one of the bravest and best, and 
bore n its rolls the names of many men who after- 
ward me illustrious in the country’s history. The 
first Colonel was William S. Rosecrans, afterward Major 
General and Commander of the Armies of the Tennessee 
and Department of the Cumberland. The Lieutenant 
Colonel was that splendid soldier, Stanley Matthews, 
who, after the war, became a Senator of the United 
States, and then eminent as a Justice of the Supreme 
Court. The Major was Rutherford B. Hayes, afterward 


Brigadier General, and then Governor of Ohio and nine- 
teenth President of the United States. 
When the war began, McKinley, then a of 18, was 


teaching a country school. The first gun that sounded 
the commencement of the titanic struggle awoke in the 
breast of the young schoolmaster all the fervor and pa- 
triotism that the times called forth, and he was one of 
the very first to Ty to the call of duty, enlisting as a 
private soldier in Co. E, June 11, 1861. 

For fourteen months he carried the musket, attaining 
the rank of Sergeant, April 15, 1862. Years afterwards, 
in recalling this period, “Private William McKinley,” 
then Governor of Ohio, remarked to some friends: “| 
— look back with pleasure upon those fourteen 
months in which I served in the ranks. They taught me 


a great deal. I was but a schoolboy, when I went into 
the army, and that first year was a formative period of 
my life, during which I learned much of men and affairs. 


I have always been glad that I entered the services as a 
private, and served those months in that capacity.” 

Sept. 24, 1862, the Sergeant was commissioned 2d Lieu- 
tenant of Co. D. Five months afterward he became 1st 
Lieutenant of Co. E, and on July 25, 1864, he had risen 
to be Captain of Go. G. Every promotion was well 
earned. owever, no sooner had he been commissioned 
than his value as an officer was recognized, and three 
months aftér receiving his first commission he was de- 
tailed as Aide-de-Camp on the staff of Gen. Rutherford 

Hayes. From that time until the close of the war 
he served continually as a staff officer, being at different 
times on the staffs of Gen. S. S. Carroll, Ge e Crook, 
afterward the famous Indian fighter, and id 3S. 
Hancock, the superb—all of these men famous for fight- 
a. 

e was breveted Major on the recommendation of Gen. 
Sheridan for distinguished and gallant conduct at Cedar 
Creek and Fisher’s Hill. 

With his regiment, or while on staff duty, he fought in 
West Virginia, in the Army of the Potomac, under Mc- 
Clellan, and in the Shenandoah Valley, under Sheridan. 
He was in all the early fights in West Virginia, at South 
Mountain and Antietam, receiving his shoulder straps 
one week after this last-named bloody battle, and ex- 
changing his musket for the sword. His first battle was 
at Carnifex Ferry, W. Va., t. 10, 1861. Here the Ohio 
school boy, his face aglow with patriotism and hope, his 
heart overflowing with love of country, stood elbow to 
elbow with his schoolmates of yesterday, his comrades 
of to-day, offering his young life, as hundreds of thou- 
sands of other poeite were doing in defense of right, and 
that the republic might not perish. Thus for four long 
years he fought , in every battle and skirmish, until the 
very end, doing his whole duty, gathering honors aiid 
adding to his fame as a soldier, fearless and without re- 
re , fighting at Townsend’s Ferry, Nov. 6; at Laurel 

ill, Nov. 12; Camp Creek, May 1, 1862; New River, 
May 6; Pack’s Ferry, New River, Aue. 6; in support of 
Pope’s army, Aug. 15; battle of Sout Mountain Sept. 
14; Antietam, Sept. 16 and 17; Cloyd’s Mountain, May 9, 
1864; Buffalo Gap, June 6; xington, June 10; Otter 
Creek, June 16; Lgnenbare. June 17; Liberty; June 19; 
Buford Gap, June 20; Salem, June 21; Sweet Sulphur 
Springs, June 25; in the campaign against Early, July 
14 to November skirmish at Cabletown, July 
19; fight at Snicker’s vont, July 21; Winchester and 
Kernstown, July 23 and 24; Martinsburg, July 25; Berry- 
ville, Aug. 10; Halltown, Aug. 22; Berryville. Sept. 3, 
where his horse was shot under him; battle of Winchester, 
Sept. 19; Fisher’s Hill, Sept. 22; skirmish at New Market, 
Oct. 7; Cedar Creek, Oct. 13; battle of Cedar Creek, Oct. 
19—in all, more than thirty battles and skirmishes—in the 
very front, from beginning to the end; from the first 
shot until the very last—mustered out July 
2 865, after more than four years of continuous serv- 
ice, never missing a day’s duty or a fight. He was but 
22 years of age even then, yet a veteran of twoscore and 
ten engagements, distinguished among the bravest of the 
brave in the greatest war the world has ever seen—as 4 
private soldier, knowing how to fotlow and obey; as an 
officer, how to lead and command. 

Honored and breveted by the fiery Sheridan, when, af- 
ter his ride from Winchester town, he came on the field 
and found Capt. McKinley in the storm of the battle 
calmly rallying the disordered troops and facing them to 
the front. 

Gen, George Crook wre: “I have the honor to earnest- 
ly recommend Capt. William McKinley, 23d Ohio Inf., 
for appointment to a higher grade than his present rank 
for bravery, gallantry, soldierly conduct, and_distin- 
guished services during the campaigns of West Virginia 
and the Shenandoah Valley.” x 

Gen. Philip H. Sheridan, “the whirlwind with spurs, 
as Hancock so aptly named him, forwarded the recom- 
mendation of Gen. Crook with the following indorse- 
ment: 

‘‘Headquarters Middle Military Division, Feb. 1, 1865. 
—Respectfully forwarded to the Adjutant General of the 
Army _— The appointment recommended is well 
deserved.” 

The recommendations of Gens. Crook and Sheridan 
were endorsed and approved by Lieut. Gen. Grant, and 
the Private McKinley of 1861 came home with the 
leaves of a Major on his shoulder straps. 

No wonder that now, thirty years after the echo of 
the last gun has died away among the hills, and the 
smoke of the last battle has been lifted from the valleys 
of our land, all the glories of the old days came vividly 
back to the veterans when one of their own comrades 
is again in the front, With him they again get in line, 
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touch elbows, “guide right” and march to victory. feel- 
ing that one who stood with them in the ranks in the 
tire of the battle, offering his life for his country, can 
well be trusted to take command and lead the republic 
4o om more exalted position among the nations of the 
earth. , 

Hence the remarkable spectacle that we now witness 
of the. old soldiers all over the land spontaneously unit- 
ing to elect their comrade, Private William’ McKinley, 
soldier, hero, and statesman, to the highest honor in the 
gift. of the ny le, and it is most gratifying also. to ob- 
serve that the former foes, ex-Confederate soldiers, have, 
by the thousands, voluntarily tendered to him their loyal 
support in this campaign. 


The Quartermaster’s Department of the Army closed a 
contract on Saturday with W. H. Gross, for 4,000 head- 
stone tablets, to mark the graves of soldiers, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Congress. 


The Ordnance Department of the Army this week ad- 
vertised for proposals for twelve 8-inch disappearing gun 
carriages, e Watertown (Mass.) arsenal is now en- 
gaged in manufacturing five of these carriages, and 
ot at gre, banding at the Government foundry, at Water- 
viiet, N. X. . 


The Chief of Engineers of the Army, in his annual 
report recommends a new mess building, arranged for 
three separate company messes, at Willets Point, N. 
Y., and new brick officers’ quarters, of design suitable 
for the climate and location, which are exposed to severe 
winds in winter. The present mess hall is an old frame 
structure, built twenty-six years ago, unsightly, incon- 
venient and impossible to heat in severe weather. It is 
doubtful if there is another Army post of the same im- 
portance as this which is characterized as this is by a 
total absence of modern quarters for officers. 


The U. S. Engineer offices at Baltimore, Charleston and 
Savannah are receiving proposals for building emplace- 
ments for the fortifications at those points, in ac- 
cordance with the War Department’s elaborate plans of 
seacoast defense, now in process of materialization. The 
engineer office at St. Augustine has advertised for pro- 
posals for building gun and mortar batteries at Key 
West, and the office at Newport. R. I.. for bids for the 
construction of a gun battery on Dutch Island, R. I. Bids 
for “Ss work will be opened at the respective offices 

ov. e . 


In an article on “Why the Confederacy Failed,” con- 
tributed to the November “Century.” by the son of a 
Confederate officer, the first cause is laid to the excessive 
issue of paper money. He says: “The government 
acted upon the theory that all it had to do to raise 
money was to print it. They did not seem to realize 
that, being the largest purchaser in the market, it was 
necessary for the Government to keen down prices as 
much as possible; that every issue of bills must inevitably 
raise prices and render a new issue necessary; that every 
rise in prices must be followed by a new issue, until the 
hubble must collapse of its own expansion and redundan-

Reports have been received from Army officers in the 
field. suggesting the need of a breech cover to protect 
the breech mechanism of the rifle. It has been found 
that ice forms about the bolt when exposed to wet in 
very cold weather, and dust accumulates in the mechan- 
ism in practice marches through dry. dusty country. 
The attachment of a fixed cover to the rifle is not deemed 
advisable, but the objections to a light. removable cover 
are not serious. One thousand light, flexible covers, of 
enameled cloth, of a size sufficient to envelop the breech 
mechanism only, have been issued for trial in the service. 
Issues were made early in the season to fifteen com- 
panies of infantry, one or more in each military depart- 
ment, to be tried, particularly on practice marches, and 
to be reported on Jan. 1, 1897. 





The President has summarily disposed of the case of 
Capt. Charles G. Ayres, 10th Cav., and the stigma of 
the recent court martial sentence has been removed. 
Capt. Ayres, it will he remembered, was recently tried 
by court martial at Fort Keogh, Mont., for writing to 
the Adjutant General false. malicious and libelous accu- 
sations concerning a brother officer. Capt. William 
Davis. Jr.. 10th Cav.. and was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to be dismissed the service.’ The record of the 
proceedings of the court martial, however, being for- 
warded for the action of the President, Mr. Cleveland 
disapproved of them and set the sentence asidé, having 
heen convinced that there was foundation for his charges 
ind holding that this offers extenuation for his disregard 
of the eustoms of the military service in calling attention 
to them in the way he did. 


The Navy Department has as yet received no official 
report of the recent cruise of the Oregon from San Fran- 
sco to Monterey and Santa Barbara. The only news 
is contained in a telegram from San Francisco, where 
the battleship now is, stating that during the rough 
veather experienced on her recent trip, the Oregon rolled 
1 maximum of 29 degrees. This information is not of the 
iature of a surprise or disappointment to the Department 
ollicials, who say that the developments so far as learned 
were quite to be expected, and differ but little from the 
experiences of the Massachusetis and of the Indiana, 
the Oregon’s sister ship. Both of these ships were de- 
signed to be furnished with bilge keels, but, owing to the 
impossibility of docking on the dry docks hitherto avail- 
ible, a ship of the dimensions of the Indiana, with a 
hilge keel, this part of the equipment was temporarily 
mitted. The contractors have been able to correct the 

steadiness of the Indiana to a great degree, even with- 
ont the addition of the bilge keel, but it is the intention 
'» complete all the vessels as designed in the specifica- 
lions as soon as practicable. The new dock at New York 
will soon be ready to receive a ship like the Indiana, as 
well as the dock at Port Royal, and when the dock at 
l'uget Sound is in readiness, the Oregon will be sent there 

be fitted with her bilge keel. The want of one sensibly 
reduces her steadiness in a sea way, and diminishes in 

nsequence her efficiency as a gun platform. But as 
she would hardly be called upon to engage in actual bat- 
tle in heavy weather, her value is not materially re- 
duced, though her unsteadiness at such times is a source 
f great discomfort to those on board. Doubtless the 
Bureau of Engineering will devise and recommend some 
means of overcoming , Bee present disability temporarily. 


The 25th U. S. Infantry Bicycle Corps, commanded by 
Lieut. James A. Moss, have completed their experiments 
in which they traveled 1,400 miles, the greater part of 
this distance being over some of the worst roads in the 
United States, through sand, mud, water, rain; over 
rocks, ruts, etc., crossing and recrossing mountain ranges 
and fording streams. n their trip to Lake McDonald, 


® complete account of which was given in the “Journal,” 
they were caught in a terrific rainstorm in the heart of 
the mountains, and underwent a number of hardships be- 
fore returning home. 


However, under most adverse cir- 


cumstances, they covered 126 miles in 24 hours of actual 
traveling. On. their trip to Yellowstone Park they rode 


791 miles in 126 hours of actual traveling, averaging 
6% miles per hour. On this trip the main divide of 
the Rocky Mountains was cro twice, the first time 


near Mullan Pass and the second time by. way of the 
old Mullan Stage Road, now a little more than a mere 
trail full of rocks and gullies. The best daily ride of 
the trip was 72 miles in 8% hours of actual traveling. 
The heaviest wheel, packed, weighed 86 Ibs., and the 
rider 186; total, 272 pounds. The lightest wheel, packed, 
weighed 67 pounds and the rider 135 pounds; total 202 
pounds. On these trips they carried their rations, rifles, 
ammunition, tents, blankets, extra underwear, cooking 
utensils, medicines, extra bicycle parts, repairing tools, 
etc. On their return from the Park they joined the 
troops on a practice march up the Bitter Root Valley, and 
did scouting and courier service. Every day relays were 
established for ten miles or more ahead of the com- 
mand, and information gathered as to the condition of 
the roads, forage, water, wood, ete., was sent back to 
the officers in charge of the command. In all their ex- 
periments they used Spalding Bicycles exclusively. The 
wheels stood the severe test to which they were subjected 
extraordinarily well. The trip furnished a very satis- 
factory test of the possibilities of the bicycle as a means 
of rapid transportation for soldiers and great credit is 
due to Lieut. Moss for his successful conduct of the ex- 
pedition. Whatever difference of opinion there may 
now be as to the use of the hicycle in the military serv- 
ice, it is certainly desirable that the place of the wheel- 
man in war should be determined by careful experi- 
ment. and not by prejudiced conclusions concerning him 
based upon ignorance or indifference. 





REPORT BY THE CHIPF OF ENGINEERS. 

Gen. Craighill, Chief of Engineers of the Army, in his 
annual report urgently recommends an appropriation of 
$100.000 for the preservation and repair of fortifications. 
saving that, as a result of the failure of Congress to 
make proper provision in the past for their care, the un- 
garrisoned fortifications and reservations are now in a 
deplorable state. with the perishable portions now almost 
worthless, and the heavy masonry work slowly being de- 
stroved. 

The work of prenaring emplacements for the guns has 
been vigorously pushed, wherever the money was avail- 
able, particularly at New York. Delaware River and 
Charleston. The first consideration was to provide for 
the needs of all our seaports for which projects are ap- 
proved, so as to protect as many of them as practicable 
against isolated cruiser attacks. Of guns of large calibre. 
there are a total of 616, and of mortars, 1,072, for which 
emplacements will have to be constructed. Congress has 
provided for 19 per cent. of the guns, and 15 ner cent. of 
the mortars. In another year the country will be about 
one-fifth prepared, as regards coast defense, to resist at- 
tack by a first-class power. ‘ 

The detailed plans have heen approved for the artil- 
lery defenses of Portland. Me.; Portsmouth, N. H.: Bos- 
ton. Narragansett Bay, eastern entrance to Long Tsland 
Sennd (partial). New York, Philadelphia. Baltimore. 
Washington. Hampton Roads. Wilmington, N. C.: 
Charleston, Savannah, Key West. Pensacola. Mobile. 
New Orleans. Galveston. San Diego. San Francisco, the 
month of the Columbia River and Puget Sound. 

Partial plans have heen annroved for the defense of 
New Haven, New London, New Redford, Cumberland 
Sound. Kennebec and Penobscot Rivers. and the ports 
on the creat lakes. Complete plans for the defense of 
these nlaces are nnder consideration. as well as for Port 
Royal. S. C.. and Tortugas, Fla. Use is given in these 
plans of the existing old tyne fortifications. which are 
strengthened and given modern armament in part. or 
utilized in conjunction with rewer and stronger works. 
Negotiations are in nrogress for the purchase of sites 
at Portland, Me.. Narragansett Bay. Baltimore and 
Charleston. At manv points where fortifications are 
urgently desired, nothing ean he done. becanse the land 
has not vet been acanired. The apnropriation of $50. - 
O00. made bv the last Congress for the purchase of sites, 
has heen pledged. and to continne the work an appro- 
priation of the same amount is requested.

AMERICAN WARSHIPS FOR JAPAN. 


Negotiations were completed on Thursday between the 
Japanese Naval attachés in this country and the Union 
Iron Works of San Francisco and the Cramps of Phila- 
delphia, for two armored cruisers for the Imperial Navy. 
Comdr. K. Narita, with Naval Attaché Nooki Miyaokl 
and Naval Inspector Sakurli, have for the past two 
months been visiting the leading American shipyards 
and conducting negotiations which will result in the 
awarding the contracts to the above firms in a few days. 
The new cruisers will be modeled after the Yoshino, re- 
cently built by the Armstrongs, the English shipbuilders. 
They will each cost about $1,250,000, ne of 5.700 tons 
displacement, and attain a speed of 21 knots. The length 
on water line will be about 330 feet; extreme breadth 51 
feet, and mean draft 20 feet, with a maximum indicated 
horse-power. of 1.700. Each will have a primary battery 
of four 8-inch breech-loading, and eight 5-inch rapid- 
fire guns, and a secondary battery for twelve 6-pounder 
rapid-fire, four 1-pounder rapid fire, and four gatling guns. 
The contracts will call for completion within two years. 

Japanese naval attachés in Europe are about to close 
negotiations for several other vessels. The Armstrongs 
will build a twin ship to the Yoshino, and two first-class 
battleships. Yarrow will probably be awarded contracts 
for five 150-ton, 24-knot torpedo boats, and several tor- 


vedo destroyers. Normann & Co., of Havre, the leading 
‘rench shipbuilders, will build five 150-ton, 24-knot tor- 
pedo boats, and it is probable that the contract for an 
equal number of torpedo boats will be awarded to one of 
the several German firms, with whom negotiations are 
pending. If the comprehensive plans of the Mikado re- 
garding his Navy are followed out, there will be a large 
amount of new construction in the next few years.

SUBSIDIARY ORDNANCE REPORTS. 

From the Naval Torpedo Station, Newport, Comdr 
Converse reports that “during the past year the Lancaster, 
Maine, Indiana, Massachusetts and Texas have been at 
this station to receive their automobile torpedo outfits. 
These outfits have invariably been prepared in advance, 
and sent on board the vessels as soon as they were read 
to receive them. The installation of the torpedo direct- 
ors, air plant. ete., has been under the immediate super 
vision of the torpedo oflicer of this station. As a rule the 
work can be completed in three days, but if defects ar: 
developed in the air system, as has happened on several! 
occasions, a longer time is desirable. The necessity of 
thoroughly testing the efficiency of the apparatus after it 
is finally installed has been repeatedly demonstrated, ani 
it is earnestly recommended that in future vessels may 
be permitted to remain at this station until any defects 
which may have developed in these tests can be repaired 
and everything put in a satisfactory working condition.” 
Ensign N. C. Twining, Inspector of Ordnance, says in 
his report: ‘The event of leading importance in ordnance 
matters in this district during the year is the formation 
of the American Ordnance Co., harmonizing and uniting 
the hitherto conflicting interests of the Hotchkiss ani 
Driggs Ordnance Cos. This company, having gained 
ownership or control of the patents on Hotchkiss and 
Driggs rapid-firing guns, two types of machine guns, and 
the Howell torpedo, and having combined the plants and 
resources of the two principal gun-making companies. 
will naturally be able to produce material at less cost 
than was possible under the old régime, and it is fair to 
suppose that the government will benefit by the reduction. 
The policy pursued in building and equipping the shops 
has been a broad and liberal one, and the logical result 
has been reached in an establishment which, aiready ex 
tensive, is capable of indefinite expansion in case of mil- 
itary needs or the commercial policy of the United States 
should at any time extend the market for war material 
either at home or abroad, or both. It is difficult to esti- 
mate at present the capacity of this establishment, but 
under the same able direction which prevailed in the gun 
department of the Pratt & Whitney Co. the output will 
undoubtedly be somewhat greater than the combined 
product of the two concerns between whom the work 
was formerly divided. Upon the formation of the Amer 
ican Ordnance Co., the Projectile Co. was merged into it. 
and the shops, improved and extended, are now operate 
by the former corporation as its ammunition department 
The capacity of the plant is at present 1,000 6-pounder 
shells per week, and this output can be doubled on six 
weeks’ notice by the addition of a second hydraulic press 
and a few machines.” Ensign Twining also says: ‘The 
Pratt & Whitney Co. suspended work on their gun, 2 
two-barreled, crank-operated gun, on the Gardner system. 
having become convinced after long experiment that no 
erank gun could be made to handle successfully and 
safely the modern smokeless powder ammunition, owing 
to the danger from hang-fires. Repeated instances oc- 
curred of cartridges exploding after being entirely drawn 
from the gun, in rapid fire, and in one case a cartridge 
was discharged when partially out of the chamber, dam 
aging the mechanism.’ 

To this the Board of Machine Guns adds that “from 
a general consideration of the needs and requirements 
of the naval service, the board is convinced that the ad- 
vantages of a light automatic gun are so great and so ob- 
vious as to place beyond dispute the advisability of aban- 
doning the crank gun in favor of the automatic, the pro- 
duction of a satisfactory and practicable gun of the latter 
type once assured.” 

The Union Metallic Cartridge Co. decided early in the 

year to add to the company’s resources machinery for 
the manufacture of large calibre rapid-fire cartridge cases, 
and a draw bench and other necessary machines and 
tools are now in process of installation. An order for 
53-inch and 5-inch cases has been obtained from the bu- 
reau, and work will be begun under it as soon as the ma- 
chines are properly adjusted. 
. A few small orders for cartridge belts for the Navy and 
Naval Militia were filled during the year by T. C. Orn- 
dorff. A sample woven belt adapted to the new ammuni- 
tion was prepared in accordance with suggestions of 
the bureau. The sample having been proved, an order 
for 10,000 belts was placed with Mr. Orndorff. and de- 
liveries will probably be made soon, though they have 
not begun at this date. 

William H. Wiley & Son have furnished a considera- 
ble number of canvas leggings for the regular service and 
for the Naval Militia. Their material has been found of 
uniformly good quality, both as to workmanship and 
material. 

The Remington Arms Co., having submitted the low- 
est bid for a knife bayonet, and making satisfactory 
guarantees of delivery, received the order. Their bid for 
scabbards was not accepted, as they could make only 
drawn steel scabbards, while the bureau preferred one of 
leather and steel. The company Was advised on March 
31 that the order had been awarded them, and they at 
once entered upon the work of designing and making 
tools and fixtures for the manufacture. This work has 
now reached such a stage that it seems safe to predict 
that assembled bayonets will be turned out by Sept. 1. 
The economical output will be about seventy-five a day. 
This could be increased very largely if the size of the 
order warranted the extra expense.

1 had both instruments 
m my headquarters, at bP ortieth street and Lith avenue, 
und Was im constant communication with the danger 
points in the line of march all day long. MNxact calcwa- 
vives Were uiade bur every eveul, dud hye Ole Was stud. 
in line more than two hours. Before the parade every 
mich OL line ground to ve covered bad been puced off, and 
the time required to march each given distance Wis ius- 
certamed by men Who walked along to the whistled music 
vt ua march. 1 calied a meeting of the aides and muar- 
suais the night vetore the parade and told them they 
would get nolbing LUL Work the next day, All had their 
horses shod with rubber, the streets were sanded the next 
morning, and a marshal could ride over them at any 
speed. 1 bad a diagram which showed me at what time 
euch organizauon sould reach certain points. 1 would 
get reports trom these pots, and when 1 tound the men 
were moving tov siow or tuo tast, 1 would telegraph to 
the nearest marshal. Me would spur his horse to the 
uewurest vaud aud direct it to play slower or taster, as the 
cuse bught be, aud the organization Which it led would 
be ob Ume in a very Lew wunutes. The point of dismis- 
sul was where 1 expected the most troubie, but the men 
oveyed orders maguificentiy, and the crowds scattered 
witnout the least rriction, All my aides were old Army 
olucers, and it did our hearts good to see the men m 
their nes of sixteen wheel to the right or left. In many 
cases it was done with the precision of veteran troops. 
We are not a warlike nation; We are a peacetul people. 
but yesterday's parade shows that we are a military na- 
uon, and if war ever comes——. ‘Lhe precision o1 the 
hues on the march was due largely to the National 
Guardsmen and shows how great a venefit that organi- 
zation is to the country. But to return to the features 
vt the parade. ‘Lhe signt of the American flag was mar- 
velous. Lou couldn't cast your eyes anywhere without 
catching a glimpse of the Stars and Stripes. As I wanted 
to govern the parade by using all the means known to 
be elective in such cases, 1 ovtaimed a detail of the Sig- 
nal Corps to help me out. ‘Lhe men were stationed on 
the tops of tall buildings with their apparatus, and a com- 
plete system of signals had been arranged. 1 had no 
more twan reached my headquarters, however, when one 
ot the Signal Corps sergeants came running up to me, 
‘General, said he touching his cap, ‘we cant make the 
signais. “Why not? 1 asked. “lts on account of the 
American tiag,’ was the response. “he tlag is out so 
thick that no one can see our siguals three biocks,’ ‘Ihe 
auldes around me set up a cheer, and | told the sergeant 
that the American Hag was better than all the signals in 
the world, and that 1 was glad it bad interfered with 
them,” :

Your parade was certainly the best-directed closing 
feature of the very best-directed political campaign 1 
have ever seen. Your management of such an army of 
125,000 men or more shows the benefit of the thorough 
military training you had under Thomas and Grant. You 
are, of course, proud of your tutors, and those of us who 
knew you well under their tutelage are to-day proud of 
their pupil. ; 

Two great opportunities of like character await you 
in the spring. You should be selected now to martial 
the metropolitan hosts at the dedication of Grant’s monu- 
ment, and the National Army which will parade at Mc 
Kinley’s inauguration.

560 applies more particularly to successive forma- 
tions where each troop, a8 an organization, is in line of 
troop front. ‘rhe line of troops in columns of fours is 
analogous to the line of platoon columns; but in forming 
line of platoon columus the drill regulations prescribe 
that the guidon shall be posted; the omission of that rule 
in Par. 588 would indicate that the posting of the guidon 
is unnecessary, and that it should not precede the troops 
to indicate the direction of extension.

W. B. P.—Sections 1426, 1573, Revised Statutes, are 
as follows: Section 1426. Honorable discharges may be 
granted to seamen, ordinary seamen, landsmen, firemen, 
coal-heavers, and boys who have enlisted for three years. 
Section 1574. If any seaman, ordinary seamen, landsman, 
fireman, coal-heaver, or boy, being honorably discharged, 
shall re-enlist for three years, within three months there- 
after, he shall, on presenting his honorable discharge, or 
on accounting in a satisfactory manner for its loss, be 
entitled to pay, during the said three months, equal to 
that to which he would have been entitled if he had been 
employed in actual service. The bill extending the bene- 
fits of these sections to all enlisted persons in the Navy 
passed the Senate and House, was approved by the Presi- 
dent and became. a law. 

INQUIRY.—Keepers and assistant keepers of light 
houses must be physically sound, able to read and write, 
At stations where there are fog signals, they should 
have some knowledge of steam machinery. Men who 
have seen sea service are preferred. 

C. G, H.—Paymasters, Chaplains, Professors of Mathe- 
matics and Civil Engineers in the Navy may be appointed 
from civil life. ‘ At present there exists one vacancy in 
the pay department. One Chaplain and one Professor of 
Mathematics. In the Revenue Cutter Service cadets and 
Acting 2d Assistant Engineers are appointed from civil 
life, there being at the present time no vacancies for 
engineers and four vacant cadetships.

A BRAVE SOLDIER HONORED. 


Capt. James M. Burns, of the 17th U. 8. Inf., has been 
honored by the award of a medal for bravery during the 
war. While Sergeant of Co. B, lst West Virginia Vol- 
unteers. Capt. Burns distinguished himself on the battle 
field. At the battle of Newmarket, Va®, May 15, 1864, 
this non-commissioned officer, under a heavy fire from 
the enemy, voluntarily assisted a wounded comrade, 
Fravilla A. Russell, from the field of battle, thereby 
saving him from capture by the enemy. 

The late Col. Henry J. Johnson, Adjutant of the Ist 
Virginia Volunteer Infantry, said of Capt. Burns: “We 
served in the same regiment during the late war with 
Lieut. Burns. No braver, truer, more honorable soldier 
than James M. Burns ever donned a uniform. He en- 
listed as a young man quite early, and served till the 
close of the war, acquitting himself of his arduous and 
oftentimes dangerous duties with creditable distinction. 
We recalt just now a particular occasion on which Lieut. 
Burns behaved with conspicuous allantry. It was in 
1864 on a closely fought field in the valley of Virginia. 
The day was going against the union forces, an the 
colors of our regiment were in great danger of capture 
by the enemy. Rallying a small band to his support, 
Burns bore the colors amid a shower of bullets to a 
lace of safety within our reforming lines. In this act 
ie was wounded, but nothing daunted (on the occasion 
referred to above), he went back between the contending 
lines and assisted off the field one of his comrades who 
had been stricken down badly wounded when rallyin 
at Burns’ call to save the colors. His conduct receiv 
ringing cheers from the men of both armies who wit- 
nessed the brave deed, and Burns was subsequently 
complimented by his superior officers in warmest terms 
for his gallantry, and on other occasions, won and re- 
ceived like plaudits so dear to the soldier.

day of 26% miles, with about five hours in the saddle, 
and one ot rest, during the march. ‘Lhe return of men 
and horses in good condition for service indicates the 
tactical correctuess of the new method of marching as 
compared with the old one of an all day’s march at the 
walk, distressing to man and horse. ‘the men have 
been taught to care for themselves (only three being ex- 
cused from duty) and their horses, in all conditions of 
weather and roads, have been willing and cheerful at 
all times, showing characteristics of good soldiers. it 
is thought that the instruction imparted and information 
gained gives a full return to the Government for the 
monies’ allowed for the march. ‘Chis one may be justly 
added to those already made by the 3d Cavalry, which in 
the past has been distinguished tor hard and successful 
service. On the 20th instant, the command having that 
day marched 30 miles, and in all 300, 2d Lieut. H. H. 
Pattison, Troop B, 3d Cay., asked and received permis- 
sion, riding his own horse to Jefferson Barracks, Mo., 
110 miles distant, between 5 BP. M., the 20th, to 4:20 P. 
M., the 21st-—less than 24 hours—having ridden 140 miles 
in less than 36 hours, he and his horse arriving in good 
condition. ‘The spirit shown by this otflicer was creditable 
and worthy of imitation by cavalry oflicers or their men, 
who in actual service to obtain best results, may be

‘The instructious to company oflicers to euable them to 
drill eulisted men of their companies in litter drill as re- 
quired by G. U. Y, c. 8.. Adjutant General's Uttice, aud 
par, 1416, Army Regulations, will be given chiefly by 
practical demonstrations of litter drill and methods of 
rendering first aid made in their presence. ‘Lhe drills of 
the company bearers and hospital corps will be utilized 
fur the. above purpose. Mspecial attention will be given 
to drill of litter bearers including ambulance drill. 

Practical demoustrations in the use ol the triangular 
bandage, methods ot arresting bleeding, of immobilizing 
fractured limbs, instruction in the treatment of tainting, 
from shock, loss of blood, overexertion or heat; sun- 
stroke, resuscitation of the apparently drowned; of burns, 
frostbite, sprains, dislocations, suffocation aud’ drunken- 
less. 

‘The practical demonstrations should be accompanied 
by full explanations of the reasons for adopting the meth- 
ods recommended. ‘Che practical instruction should be 
supplemented by lectures ‘designed to convey all essential 
information with reference to the anatomy of bones and 
blood vessels; the causes and treatment of syncope and 
of heat exhaustion; the differential diagnosis and treat- 
ment of sunstroke; the rationale of the various measures 
of first aid to the sick and wounded, ete. 

It is the intention that in time of war every oflicer and 
enlisted man shall carry a first aid packet, to be fur- 
nished by the Medical Department. ‘These packets will 
be obtained by the Surgeon of each post, upon special 
requisition, and will be supplied by them to company 
commanders for purposes of instruction. The allowance 
for this purpose will be twenty packets for each com- 
pany of infantry, battery of artillery, or troop of cavalry. 
‘The dressings contained in these packets can be used 
repeatedly for the practical instruction of officers and en- 
listed men, and after being used for this purpose should 
be made up into packets of the original form. These 
packets are expendible, but great care should be exer- 
cised to prevent any unnecessary expenditure, and ofli- 
cers will be held strictly accountable for their_ proper 
and economical use for the purpose indicated. Officers’ 
instruction will take place at the hospital, Fridays, from 
1 P. M. to 1:45 P. M. 

Company bearers drill at hospital from 1 to 2 P. M., 
Fridays. Companies will be instructed in bearer drills

THE CASE OF GAPTAIN AYRES.

L—Before a general court-martial which convened at 
Fort ne Montana, and of which Lieut. Col. Edward 
Moale, < nf., was president, and Lieut. Col. Edward 
Hunter, Deputy Judge Advocate General, was Judge 
Advocate, was arraigned and -tried Capt. Charles G. 
Ayres, 10th U. 8. Cav. Charge 1—‘Conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer and a gentleman, in violation of the Gist 
Article of War.” (‘wo specifications.) Charge I1.— 
“Conduct to. the prejudice of good order and military 
discipline, in violation of the 62d Article of War.” (Four 
specifications.) The specifications were based upon the 
following letters: 

Fort Custer, Mont., January 30, 1896. 
Adjutant General U. 8S. Army, Washington, D. C. 

General: In connection with statements already made 
with reference to the drunkenness of Capt. Wm. Davis, 
10th Cay., I respectfully state that he has been drunk 
to-day, and is now; has been in the officer’s club annoy- 
ing others there, and causing complaint. I make this 
statement to corroborate what I have written before, 
and send it thus, as I believe this would not be forwarded 
if sent through the regular channels. 

It would seem this should be stopped.

General: 1 have the honor to state that sometime 
since, Capt. W. Davis, 1Uth Cay., was granted a leave 
ot absence, and since that time althouga ostensibly re- 
maining here on account of sickness in his tamuly, in 
reality he has been on several drunks with some of: his 
citizen friends. In order to reduce his chances of being 
found drunk on duty to a minimum, he has required the 
Lieutenant of his troop to uo ald tue duly, siguing the 
morning report himself so not to be dropped as on leave; 
for days at a time he has been where he could not be 
found; to be brief, he arranged everything tor a quiet 
drunk. IL write this to corroborate lormer statements 
relative to this oflicer; he is not fit to hold a commission, 
and from my experience while on recruiting service, 1 
know that an olncer enlisting such a man would and 
should be court-martialed.

Lt was also 
charged that he “did voluntarily make an official state- 
ment to Capt. Gerlach, 3d U. S. Inf., then and there 
engaged by the order of the Commanding Geueral Depart- 
ment, Vakota, in an otlicial investigation,” in words and 


-import as follows: “It is impossible to get an official 


columunication ‘forwarded to higher authority by the 
ost Commander, Col. erry (meaning thereby Lieut. 
Col. Daniel Perry, 10th Regt., U. 8S. Cav., commanding 
kort Custer, Mont.), if the contents do not suit him, 
This is a notorious fact; every otflicer at the post can 
tell you so; everybody talks about it. Which statement 
was false, and wilfully made by the said Capt. Ayres 
with the intent to convey to the Department Commander 
the false impression that his commanding officer, Lieut. 
Col. David Perry, 10th Regt. U. S. Cav., was using 
his authority as.Post Commander in an unjust and 
arbitrary manner and to the prejudice of the rights of 
subordinate officers under his command.” 

Finally it was charged that Capt. Ayres “having been 
duly notified by his Department Commander, Brig. Gen. 
John R. Brooke, in an official communication, that the 
feud between himself, Capt. Ayres, and Capt. William 
Davis, jr., same regiment, had been officially settled by 
him, “did nevertheless wilfully and contemptuously dis- 
regard the said decision of his Department Commander 
and did disrespectfully address and forward direct to 
superior authority, to wit, the Adjutant General of the 
Army of the United States,” these official letters, viz., 
the letter of January 30, and February 13. Also the 
letter of February 22, which last action “on the part 
of the said Capt. Ayres was grossly disrespectful to 
his Department Commander and called in question the 
exercise of a legal discretion reposed in him by the 72d 
Article of War, and under which and within the knowl- 
edge of the said Capt. Ayres, he had decided not to 
bring Capt. William Davis, jr., 10 Regt. U. S. Cav., to 
trial by a general court-martial on charges preferred 
against him, said Capt. Davis, by Capt. Charles G. 
Ayres, same regiment.” 

The plea to all the charges and specifications was not 


guilty. The finding was guilty of all the charges and 
specifications. Sentence, “to be dismissed the service 


of the United States.” 

The record of the proceedings of the general court- 
martial in the foregoing case of Capt. Charles G. Ayres, 
10th U. S. Cav., having been forwarded for the action 
of the President, the following are his orders thereon: 

Executive: Mansion, Washington, Oct. 28, 1896. 

The proceedings, findings and sentence of the court- 
martial in the foregoing case of Capt. Charles G. Ayres, 
10th Regt. U. S. Cav., are hereby disapproved and set 
aside. rrave questions arise upon the record concern- 
ing the organization of the court-martial and the correct- 
ness of its proceedings, which, in my opinion, justify 
my non-concurrence in its judgment and sentence. On 
the merits of the case as developed by the evidence, 
while by no means excusing the conduct of the accused, 
I have reached the conclusion that the punishment 
awarded by the court is far too severe, and that the 
arrest and confinement to which he has already been 
subjected, may well be considered, in view of the testi- 
mony, as sufficient punishment for his wrongdoing.. To 
avoid further unseemly contention and disturbance, the 
Secretary of War is directed to detach Capt. Ayres 
from his present surroundings.

The “Boulogne Gazette” and the “Volks Zeitung” say 
that Lieut. Brusewitz, who recently run a civilian 
through with his sword because the latter had brushed 
against the chair occupied by the Lieutenant in a café 
at Karlsruhe, has been sentenced to four years’ im- 
prisonment in a fortress and to dismissal from the army.

Gen. von 
Bulow, commanding the army corps of which Karlsruhe 
is the headquarters, has found it advisable to forbid of- 
ficers frequenting public places for the last fortnight as 
au precautionary measure.

THE HOWELL TORPEDO. 


The American Ordnance Company, Washington, D. C., 
publish a “Handbook of the Howell Automobile Torpe- 
do,” with twenty-five handsome, full-page illustrations. 
The distinguishing feature of the Howell is its turbine, 
attached to the launching tube, and by means of which 
an extremely high speed of rotation is given to a heavy 
steel fly wheel within the torpedo, which drives the 
screws directly. The gyroscopic power of this fly wheel 
gives the torpedo great rigidity of direction in the bori- 
zontal plane, as is shown by the record of hits, no com- 
pensation being required for deflection, as in other tor- 
pedoes. In 428 shots with twenty 14.2-inch torpedoes 
during the testing season of 1894, there were 408 hits and 
eleven misses, accidents happening in the case of the 
other fourteen torpedoes. None of these accidents were 
due to fibre gearing, which has since been discarded. 
Thus in all the conditions of tide, weather and imper- 
fection in development, 97 per cent. of the shots fired 
hit a target at a distance of 400 yards. During the test- 
ing season.of 1895 twenty 14.2-in. torpedoes were passed 
into service, with sixty eonsecutive shots, all striking 
within a rectangle twenty-one yards long by one yard 
wide at eight feet below the surface of the water. 
During the same season an 18-inch torpedo was 


fired eleven consecutive shots at a target range of 600

at a speed of fourteen knots, the Whitehead, with its 
vertical rudders set for compensation, gave an irregular 
deflection amounting in the mean to about 10% degrees 
at 400 yards. The Howell under like circumstances. gave 
a regular deflection of about 5 degrees, uncompensated. 
In seventy-one shots with the Whitehead there were 
twenty mishaps of various kinds that would have caused 
failure in action, or twenty-eight per cent. of the total. 
In eighty-eight shots with the Howell there were eight 
mishaps of various kinds that would have caused failure 
in action, or 9 per cent. of the total. When fully charged 
the air tanks of the other systems have an element of 
danger from explosion of the tank in handling the tor 
pedo, and this danger becomes a certainty if it be struck 
by even a rifle bullet in action. This feature of danger 
is entirely absent from the Howell, whose only danger 
of premature explosion lies in the chances of striking 
the fulminate or dry gun-cotton in the primer. 

Unlike other torpedoes, the Howell will run true to the 
extreme limit of its range, as the fly wheel can be set 
in motion in forty-five seconds, and can be maintained at 
a speed of 10,000 revolutions per minute for an hour. It 
can be held as easily at from one-half to three-quarters 
speed and carried to the maximum speed in a fewseconds. 
It cannot, however, be held constantly ready for dis- 
charge like systems with stored air tubes. 


THE PERFECT BATTLESHIP. 

While no one, be he layman or naval officer, can re- 
frain from admiring our splendid battleships of the Indi- 
ana class, it is nevertheless a matter of profound regret 
to many officers that these fine vessels contain certain 
glaring faults which, at this late date, should not be 
found in a craft intended for the line of battle. 

The inception of the original monitor was a stroke of 
genius. Most of the attempts to improve on the monitor 
type have been costly failures, resulting in the produc- 
tion of complicated, expensive structures, affording huge 
targets for the enemy’s fire, and requiring each as many 
men as would suffice for three monitors. It is not to be 
denied that the original monitor could have been im- 
proved upon as a sea-going vessel. Higher free board 
has been universally conceded as essential to battleships 
proper. But the towering structures which loom up on 
the Indiana and her sisters, together with the less prom- 
inent superstructures on the Amphitrite and class are 
totally uncalled for, and they are the most unpardon 
able errors of commission that may be attributed to 
those ships. 

It is to be hoped that the good record of the Monterey 
and the probable success of the Puritan will inspire the 
Navy Department with the determination to build at 
least half a dozen sea-going monitors. Six 7,000-ton 
ships of this class, armed with thirteen-inch and ten 
inch guns, showing about five feet free board, provided 
with bilge keels, and capable of thirteen knots speed 
could be built in less time and at less cost than would 
be required for three Indianas. These ships might have 
three tall turrets, the forward and after turrets carry- 
ing the main battery and the central turret protecting the 
smokepipe. The fresh air supply should be taken in 
through the tops of the turrets. Each of the three turrets 
should be surmounted by four or five rapid-fire guns in 
barbette. There should be no pilot house and no bridge 
—all the steering to be done from the turrets. 

Would not such ships be vastly superior as fighters to 
those of the cathedral type? 


In the recent maneuvers of the German Army 72,500 
men took part; of these 52,000 belonged to the infantry, 
9,000 to the cavalry, 9,300 to the artillery and the re- 
mainder to ten pioneers and other service detachments. 
The field of operations was in the neighborhood of the 
historic towns of Hochkirch and Bautzen, in Saxony and 
Silesia. The opposing forces occupied geographically 
nearly the same positions as were held by Napoleon and 
the armies. 
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THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. 

The school boy in his composition declared that “pins 
have saved the lives of-a great many people by their not 
swallowing of them.” In a similar sense Mr. William J. 
Bryan, of Lincoln, Neb., has during the past week added 
greatly to the happiness and to the prosperity of the 
American people. A report of the results of the Na- 
tional election held on the 3d of November was followed 
by a wave of rejoicing, spreading over the States known 
during our Civil War as the “Loyal States,” such as has 
never been equaled since the day when the wires flashed 
the news of Appomattox, and bells pealed, guns roared, 
men wept, and devout hearts all over the land sent up 
the prayer of thanksgiving that the days of agony and 
suspense were at an end; that the Republic had been 
found worthy of its great destiny. 

Never since that day has there been such national ju- 
bilation; never greater cause for rejoicing than in the 
hour of this great deliverance. Men of all parties and of 
no party; representatives of every shade of opinion, 
among those who have faith in the Republic and are 
jealous of its honor, have united to bring about the re- 
sult. It is no man’s victory; in a proper sense it is the 
triumph of no party. It is the people’s work, and to the 
people will come the reward of victory. 

Yet, American soldiers may well congratulate them- 
selves that the leader in this great national uprising is 
a mun who earried a knapsack and a musket in the 
front rank of the last great struggle for the integrity of 
the United States; one who bore home with him on his 
honorable discharge from the ranks of the volunteers, 
commissions and brevets awarded for gallant and meri 
orious service on many fields of battle.

Such is the record of William McKinley, Jr., of Can- 
ton, Ohio. 

And yet, we are told by the leader of the party con- 
testing his election as President that the avenues of 
Prosperity and promotion are no longer open to American 
youth. The selection as a candidate for the highest of of- 
Hives of a’ young lawyer of Nebraska, without national 
reputation, and without any record of distinguished pub- 
lic service, was in itself a contradiction of his own pes- 
imistie assertions. 

As Major McKinley said‘ of another in one of his mem- 
‘rial addresses, so it may be said of him: “He was a 
fortunate man; fortunate in his ancestry; fortunate in 
(is noble mother; fortunate in all the influences of a 
‘hristian home; fortunate in his early training and high- 
‘t education; fortunate in the happiest of marriages; 
ortunate in his professional experience, in his service as 
t volunteer soldier, in the uncertain paths of politics; 
ortunate in every public and private relation. He was 
ortunate, and he deserved to be. He improved his op- 
ortunities; he accepted every responsibility as a sacred 
tust for which true account must be rendered.” 


The Army and Navy of the United States have espe- 
cial cause for congratulation upon the results of the elec- 
tion of Tuesday last. What would have followed the 
choice of Mr. Bryan no man could tell. In the uncer- 
tainty as to the policy of the future, in the event of his 
selection as Commander-in-Chief, there was abundant 
occasion for anxiety and dread. If we may judge any- 
thing from the declarations of Altgeld, Tillman, Watson, 
Debs, and others of his allies and supporters, evil days 
would have fallen upon the military services. The whole 
spirit of his canvass was hostility to nationality, to social 
order, to obedience to law as law, to that respect for au- 
thority for which the Army and the Navy stand. The 
one Army officer, who, during the canvass, made public 
proclamation of his sympathy with these ideas, in an in- 
sulting letter of resignation from the service gave an 
illustration of what would haye been expected of the 
Army and Navy if Major McKinley had been defeated. 
No true soldier could possibly conform to the ideas Binns 
represents; the attempt to do so would be with him like 
the wrenching of body and soul apart. 

As it is, the future of the Services is brighter than it 
has been at any time for a generation. They ask noth- 
ing of the President-elect but what the interests of the 
country require that they should have. But in him they 
feel that they will have a chief magistrate who will un- 
derstand the advantage of military training, and the 
value of the Navy and the Army as factors in national 
prosperity. With a Congress more nearly in sympathy 
with the Executive than it has been for many years, we 
may reasonably entertain an expectation that we shall no 
longer appeal in vain to the law-making power for con- 
sideration for the Services. Moreover, the President and 
Congress will have behind them a‘public sentiment more 
favorable to them, more appreciative than any we have 
had for many weary years of the necessity for strength- 
ening the civil arm by a military organization that rec- 
ognizes no authority but that of the nation; that is ready 
to yield obedience to this authority at all times, even 
unto death, 

Though the army of the discontented has been put to 
flight, Jet us not forget in this hour of rejoicing that if de- 
feated they are not destroyed. Behind their leader in 
solid array stood those who desire to restrict federal au- 
thority within undue limits. Joined with them were the 
representatives of discontent with existing order, 
and of fanatical desire for changes that may come 
with time, but whose advent in undue season means the 
destruction of social order, the upheaval of the very foun- 
dations of national progress and prosperity, The 
promoters of discontent we have always with us, as has 
every other nation, It is important, therefore, that we 
should not suffer our large appreciation of the demands 
of freedom in thought, speech, and action, to lead us too 
far in good-natured tolerance of forces that are ready at 
any time to unite for our destruction, and which, if they 
have not succeeded in their first attempt, have learned 
something of the power of organization and the possibil- 
ities of concerted action, 

On the 5th of April, 1865, after his flight from Rich- 
mond, and when Lee and Johnston were on the eve of 
surrendering their armies, the ““General-in-Chief” of the 
Confederacy, Jefferson Davis, in a public proclamation, 
said: “I announce to you, fellow countrymen, that it is 
my purpose to maintain your cause with my whole heart 
and soul; that I will never consent to abandon to the 
enemy any one of the States of the Confederacy .. . 
that Virginia, with the help of the people, and by the 
blessing of Providence, shall be held and defended, and 
no peace ever be made with the infamous invaders of 
her territory. If by the stress of numbers we should 
ever be compelled to a temporary withdrawal from her 
limits, or those of any other border State,” again and 
again will we return, until the baffled and exhausted ene- 
my shall abandon in despair his endless and impossible 
task of making slaves of a people resolved to be free.” 

The territory of Virginia was abandoned, and with it 
passed under Federal control the States acknowledging 
the authority of the author of this bombastic proclama- 
tion. But the spirit to which he here gave expression is 
not yet dead. If it has abandoned in the South and 
elsewhere the weapons of the soldier, it has learned how 
to use those of the professional agitator and the poli- 
tician. It is still hostile to the supremacy of national 
ideas; it is still teaching us that eternal vigilance is the 
price of liberty. If we rest, therefore, let us not indulge 
ourselves with any false ideas of security; if we sleep let 
us sleep on our arms. 

But we rejoice to think that pride in the Republic and 
love for it, “surpassing the love of woman,” never more 
thoroughly possessed the hearts of patriotic men. The 
country has passed triumphantly through a supreme 
crisis; it has vindicated its greatness and its honor; the 
hopes for its future never had a more certain foundation. 
The spectacle of thirteen millions of free men marching 
to the polls, in perfect order, in perfect security, to de- 
termine, and to determine rightly, questions of vital im- 
portance to their future, was a magnificent one. We are 
quite sensible of the vaiious influences of private and 
business interests that enter into the determination of the 
result, but these are inseparable from the conduct of 
public affairs everywhere. Nor do we fail to appreciate 
that we have something to learn from older people. 
But the lessons they can teach us need to be wisely ap- 
plied to our own conditions, and we have no sympathy 
with the pessimistic advocates of the adoption of foreign 
methods by the American people. Hostility to the dom- 
ination of foreign ideas has been one of the influences af- 
fecting the Presidential canvass just closed. It is un- 


reasoning, perhaps, and uninformed, but it is after all 
the expression of a healthy American sentiment, and 
needs only to be instructed and guided to become a pow- 
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erful factor in national greatness. We are accustomed 
to regard the United States as the junior among civilized 
governments; yet it has endured longer under one form 
of government without passing, even temporarily, under 
foreign control, than any of the European nations, ex- 
cepting England and Russia. 

We have often thought that the size of foreign mili- 
tary establishments, and the dominance of military 
ideas abroad, unduly affected the imagination of 
American sailors and soldiers. It certainly has this ef- 
fect upon some of them; how large the proportion is we 
cannot say. Such men seem to forget that American 
ideas and American methods, even in military and naval 
matters, have had more influence upon the world than 
those of any other nation, and that it is wise to always 
keep ourselves in touch with them and to give them the 
guidance of professional training and experience, rather 
than to look abroad for our standards, Our officers un- 
doubtedly have much to endure from popular ignorance, 
misapprehension, and lack of appreciation, but on the 
whole they may rejoice that they are the servants of a 
great people, rather than of a dynasty or a caste. True, 
this service compels them to give higher proof of their 
devotion to patriotic duty, and of their subordination of 
personal to public interests, but is it net well that it 
should be so? 

Again we appeal to the Services before they apply to 
the coming Congress for new legislation to find some 
means of silencing the persistent beggars for personal 
favors, and to approach the law-makers in the spirit of 
devotion to the common interests, and to those interests 
as identified with the interests of the Nation. In such 
case we think we can safely answer for the result; but 
we may say in all frankness of spirit that we are heart- 
ily tired of being urged to advocate measures before 
Congress that have their origin in a study of the Regis- 
ters to determine how they are going to affect the inter- 
ests of an individual or of a clique. 


The papers are already speculating as to the Cabinet 
of President-elect McKinley. The New York ‘Tribune 
gives an incident witnessed at a dinner given to Maj. 
McKinley by Charles A. Moore, of Brooklyn, in the 
spring of 1895, waich, it thinks, indicates the choice of 
Mr. Moore for Secretary of the Navy. The Tribune 
says: “It is known positively by persons acquainted with 
Maj. McKinley that Mr. Moore can have the Secretary- 
ship of the Navy, if he expresses the slightest desire for 
it. Mr. Moore has taken the most active interest in Maj. 
Mclkinley’s canvass for the nomination and campaign 
for the election. He worked earnestly with the Brook- 
lyn delegates to secure their support for his Ohio friend, 
and since the nominations were made has been deeply 
interested in the contest. He was selected as Presi- 
dential elector from his district, and he is intimately 
acquainted with Chairman Hanna.” The New York 
Herald says: “Doubtless a tender will be made to 
Speaker Reed, of Maine, of a portfolio, but no one here 
thinks he would accept it He can make more capital for 
Mr. Reed by remaining Speaker of the House. «It is 
possible, however, a compliment will be offered Maine in 
the selection of Mr. Boutelle to be Secretary of the Navy. 
Such action would be in conformity to the precedent set 
by President Cleveland in selecting the head of the 
Naval Affairs Committee for Secretary of the Navy. 
The name of Robert Lincoln, of Illinois, comes first in 
consideration ot candidates for the War portfolio. Llinois 
will certainly get something in the Cabinet, and Mr. 
Lincoln’s former service to the Government, as Secre- 
tary of War, is deemed likely to cause him to be called 
upon again.” 


W. Bourke Cockran, whose efforts on behalf of the 
issue so decisively settled on Tuesday were so earnest, 
said in reply to questions: “This was not a political con- 
test, in the ordinary meaning of the term. It was an 
insurrection against the underlying principles of civiliza- 
tion, and I believe it is without a parallel in the history 
of the world. It was an attempt to seize the Govern- 
ment for the purpose of destroying the things which 
government was organized to protect. I dv not mean 
to say that all Mr. Bryan’s supporters contemplated the 
overthrow of orderly government, but, none, the less, that 
would have been the inevitable consequence of their suc- 
cess. If, however, it was disheartening to see one of the 
great political parties supporting an insurrection against 
morality and social order, the suppression of the insur- 
rection was one of the most sublime spectacles ever 
presented in the history of human progress. A movement 
as dangerous to civilization as ever the world witnessed 
has been defeated, and, I believe, forever suppressed, 
without the enlistment of a single soldier or the exercise 
of a single act of coercion. The crisis through which it 
has just passed was the severest test to which our Goy- 
ernment has ever been subjected. The result is the 
crowning, decisive vindication of democratic institutions.” 


Just before the 3d Cay. practice march a man appeared 
at Jefferson Barracks, who was from Texas, and a cattle- 
man or cowboy. He was anxious to enlist before the 
march, and remarked, “He could ride the tail off of any 
man in the outfit.” He enlisted, and went. A few days 
out he was seen hobbling about, badly chafed and gen- 
erally sore, and had to be excused from riding. He per- 
haps found riding a cavalry horse at a trot was different 
from galloping a pony over the prairies. He is now'a 
wiser, if not a sadder, man. 


Under a recent regulation the mounted officers of the 
French Army below and inclusive of the rank of Captain 
are furnished with their mounts at the expense of the 
Government, 
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ELECTRICITY IN NAVAL LIFE. 


In an article on Lieut. Fiske’s article on this subject, 
the “Engineer,” of Oct. 16, says: 

“The American authorities appear to put- much more 
trust in the use of electricity for naval purposes than do 
the Lords of the English Admiralty, or, indeed, we may 
say, of many other foreign powers. Whether they are 
justified in their confidence in its value can alone be 
proved by prolonged trial under the severest service con- 
ditions. We deem it hardly sufficient that during unim- 
passioned peace maneuvers or official tests electrical ap- 
paratus should work with certainty and success. Only in 
a genuine sea fight, with shell rattling against the ship’s 
steel ribs, settingup uncertain vibrations, andtherecoil of 
her own guns sending a quiver through her from stem to 
stern, can the real suitability of delicate electrical instru- 
ments to the conditions of naval warfare be demon- 
strated. We deferentially suggest to the American na- 
val administration that they attach certain galvanome- 
ters, transmitters, recorders, etc., to part of the backin 
of an experimental ship side section, and fire at the stee 
armor shells varying from small, quick fire size to a semi- 
armor-piercing projectile from the new 13-inch guns. We 
think that if the results on the galvanometers, transmit- 
ters, recorders, etce., were carefully noted, exceedingly 
useful calibrations for the correction of the instruments 
during a battle might be made. Putting aside, however, 
all considerations of the practical applicability at present 
of electricity to the sternest conditions of naval life, we 
acknowledge that a meed of honor is due to American in- 
vestigators in this field. It is not by any means improba- 
ble that in the course of time electricity will play a very 
important part in the mechanism of ships of war. In 
this country it is already being adopted tur secondary ser- 
vice, that is to say, it can be used as alternative gear 
in the case of failure of the older powers—hand, steam 
and hydraulic—for hoists, training gear, and such like 
ee, in which no delicate apparatus is employed. 

ut we have not thought fit to largely employ it yet for 
cases of such delicacy as range indicators, where the 
error of the fraction of an inch in the position of the 
pointer makes a difference of a hundred yards or so in the 
stated distance of a target. We think, we say again, that 
a galvanometer is altogether too delicate an instrument 
to depend on for absolute accuracy under the severe 
conditions which the necessity of naval service enforce. 
Accidents produced by the shock of the gun recoil to 
such comparatively solid apparatus as that of the electric 
light are by no means unknown in ships of war; what 
then is likely to be the effect of the combined jar of firing 
and receiving a broadside on the delicate electrical con- 
trivances of the American Navy? 

“There is probably no one in the world who is in a bet- 
ter position to speak of electricity in naval life than 
Lieut. Fiske. From him have emanated the great ma- 
jority of the specialized apparatuses for sea service. His 
name is probably best known in this country in connec- 
tion with his range and position finder; but the gompbiet 
before us, referring almost solely to his own work, shows 
that his investigations and experiments have extended 
over a wide field. Many of the instruments which 
we have here noticed are in course of trial on board 
American ships of war, and appear to be giving satisfac- 
tion. We must repeat, however, that the condition of 
actual war is the only genuine test of the value of such 
things, and whilst fully admitting the excellence of the 
design, and supposing the work to be of the highest class, 
we, cannot but feel doubtful that the rough usage which 
a man-of-war must be prepared to receive by interferin 
seriously with the delicate adjustments necessary in suc 
instruments, will render them untrustworthy under the 
very conditions when their absolute accuracy is of the 

eate’t importance. All instruments, however actuated, 
fe they hydraulic, pneumatic, mechanical, or steam 
driven, are, of course, liable to defect under trying cir- 
cumstances, but no instrument has that wonderful power 
of deceiving which is an innate quality of electrical de- 
vices, and which is directly dependent on the degree of 
perfection of maintenance, A screw loose mechanically 
may mean very little, but a screw loose electrically means 
a p Bons e of resistance and an utter futility of all results. 
It is all very well to supply means of checking instru- 
ments, but these checks could not or would not be applied 
during an action; it is, we insist, better that an instru- 
ment on the action of which much depends fails en- 
tirely, than that it fails only to that extent that it be 
trays the confidence of its operator.”

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


DRILLS IN THE SECOND BRIGADE NEW YORK. 

Maj. W. E. C. Mayer, Inspector of the Second Brigade, 
New York, in a drill report on the severa: organiza- 
tions, made to Gen. McLeer, says: “1 visited and in- 
spected the drills of the various organizations of this 
brigade, except the Second Signal corps and the Seven- 
teenth Separate company, and | have to report generally 
that the brigade is in a good state of efficiency and dis- 
cipline, and that the officers of every organization dis- 
play, in handling their men, a commendavie understaud- 
ing of the drill regulations, the mistakes that were made 
being generally caused by a pardonabie misunderstand- 
ing of the orders given. The eticiency of the brigade is di- 
rectly due to the inte.ligence of 10s Olficers, Liew aevouion 
to duty and the pride taken in their respective comimuauds, 
The enlisted men appeared well set up, neat in appear- 
ance and evidently had been well instructed in the 
schools of the soldier and company. ‘Lhese pots were 
especially true as to the enlisted men of the Twenty-third 
regiment, and as a consequence the battalions of this 
regiment maneuvered with smoothness and precision. 

“Company formations in all the regiments were hot 
always as prompt as they should be and lacked 
uniformity of method even in the same regiment, this 
latter being due to the different interpretations of the 
paragraphs of the drill regulations relating to the forma- 
tion of squads and companies. It would seem desirable 
that the formation should be uniform, at any rate, there 
should be but one method in an organization. 

“Guides of leading subdivisions of battalions were not 
always posted as to their duties, Unless their guides 
knew just what to do in all cases, the adjutant or ser- 
geant major cannot readily or promptly establish the 
line desired by the battalion commander, As an instance, 
I observed that on forming on right (or left) into line 
from column of companies or fours, the leading guides 
often failed to halt to establish the line at the command 
‘March’ from the major, but rather kept on until over- 
taken and halted by the adjutant or sergeant major. 
Some guides faced so that their backs were toward the 
point of rest, and in one instance, when the formation 
was on the center, the guides established themselves 
facing outward. Proper instructions in the principles 
governing the duties of guides would eradicate these 
defects, and unless guides are taught these principles 
they cannot and will not perform their parts in battalion 
drills so as to assist rather than hinder. 

“Battalion commanders fail to sutliciently instruct 
in and explain battalion movements. Most of the errors 
I saw committed by line officers arose from misconcep- 
tions of orders on account of not hearing clearly the 
enunciated commands. Battalion commanders ought to 
explain in advance the object of the formation about to 
be taken. To merely ploy and deploy, however accur- 
ately, is like eating for the sake of living alone; it gives 
no zest to the repast. If, however, the commander would 
teach the practical use of each formation, and try to 
maneuver in the space at his disposal, so as to make 
such practical use of each succeeding formation, even if 
a lively imagination is invoked to conjure up the situa- 
tion, an interest now absent would be added to the drill, 
amd, in addition, the battalions would respond more 
promptly to each command, because the men would then 
know what they were doing instead of marching about 
blindly. 

“A bad use was made of the trumpet by one battalion 
commander. He enunciated preparatory commands and 
then had one long blast (as a command of execution) 
blown on the trumpet, this being intended for the com- 
mand march. One long note, such as he had sounded, 
always means halt, and to interpret it as signifying any- 
thing else is a misuse of the trumpet as intolerable as 
it is misleading. The ordinarily used trumpet signals 
are based on the very simple principle of having the 
same number of notes to the signal, with a rising or 
falling inflection for right or left, as there are syllables 





in the enunciated commands, as in fours right (or left) 


march; fours right (or left); about march; guide 
mght (or left); guide center; right (or left) 
oblique march; torward march, and halt, These signals 
are so elementary and plain that if properly taught they 
are readily acquired by all men in the ranks and should 
never be employed unless given exactly as prescribed in 
the regulations. 1 have noticed that a general use of the 
trumpet does not obtain in any regimeut of the brigade. 
it is so superior to the voice for giving these simple com- 
mands in echoing drill halls and large fields that 1 am 
surprised its principles aud use are not better understood 
by ofhcers and cnlsted men. ‘The regiments are all effi- 
cient military organizations, ready tor service at a mo- 
ment’s notice, tuily armed and equipped, and able to 
perform intelligently any military service required of 
them. ‘The ‘Lhird battery 1 tound in most exceilent con- 
dition. Mounted drills are had at the battery armory 
und the proticiency acquired by this organization augurs 
well for its usefulness in active service in town or field. 
It is hardly possible to conceive of a battery organization 
better qualihed to resist or disperse the most dangerous 
urban mobs. The gatling guns, with gunners mounted 
and supported by extra mounted gunners, armed and 
ucting as troopers, can be moved from place to place 
with a security and dispatch not possible with an ordi- 
nary light battery and in action must make an aggres- 
sive combiuation that a mob cannot hope to cope with 
successfully. 

“Since its muster in in December, 1895, Troop C has 
advanced steadily in efticiency and discipline, until now 
it has the appearance of an old and veteran organization. 


The troop owns and keeps at its armory ten horses and , 


members of the troop keep there thirty horses in addi- 
tion. With these horses weekly mounted drills are held 
by each of the four platoons. ‘The satisfactory result 
obtained in Troop C is a conspicuous example of what 
can be accomplished with raw citizen material of intelli- 
gence in an incredibly short time. This troop has ceased 
to be an experiment; it is a most eflicient member of the 
“State forces.” 


23rd NEW YORK Col. A. C. SMITH. 

Co, C, 23d N. Y., under command of Capt. Blackman, 
drilled in the school of the company on Monday evening, 
Oct. 26, 1896. Out of 75 men in the drill, there were two 
officers, six Sergeants and twenty-eight files, making a 
total of G4. The men looked neat and soldierly. ‘The 
new fatigue cap is criticised by many. ‘The drill with 
some few exceptions was a very good one, the distances 
were generally well kept, and the alignment splendid. Be- 
fore going into the company movements Capt. Blackman 
put them through quite a spirited drill in the manual, 
which was excellently executed. The march in line and 
in column of fours was very good. Right turn, both on 
the march and from a halt, was very creditable. On 
right and on left into line was very good, also the fronts 
into line, the fours coming up to the line and dressing 
very promptly; in fact, little or no dressing was required, 
so well was the distances calculated every time. Compa- 
ny right was very good. The oblique marching was in 
the main very good, still there is room for improvement 
in this respect. The platuon movements were in some in- 
stances somewhat ragged. It was noticed that several 
times when the platoons united in line, there was a 
space large enough to march a column of fours through; 
the rear platoon invariably lost distance. Right by pla- 
toons Was well executed, also platoons right turn from a 
halt. Form company left oblique was not so well, the 
rear platoon obliqued too far to the left. In one in- 
stance, when the platoons were inverted, and the com- 
mand platoon right turn was given, the line when formed 
was perfect.

NAVAL MILITIA, 


The organization of the 24 Battn., of Naval Militia, in 
Brooklyn, N. Y.. under the direction of Comdr. George 
Il. Church, is meeting with great suecess. Owing to the 
increased pressure of business, in connection with the 
preliminary. organization, it has been decided that en 
listments shall take place on Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings of each week. Wednesday is headquarters 
night for officers. The recruiting has been entirely satis- 
factory to the provisional officers of the battalion, and 
it seems likely that the completion of the enlistment wil! 
he reached before the end of the present year, and that 
Comdr. Church may ask for a preliminary inspection by 
the State authorities, with a view to final mustering, in « 
very short time. The enlistments are made from such 
men ex-Naval officers, sons of Naval officers, owners 
of vachts, members of yacht clubs, and of associations 
with aquatie pursuits, and men engaged in the construc- 
tion of ships, crafts or any part thereof. In general, the 
State requirements for officers and enlisted men are about 
the same as those appertaining to the National Guard. 
The age limit is 18 to 45, and between 18 and 21 vears 
applicants must have the consent of parents or guardians. 
Applications are not desired from any who do not feel 
that they will be able to finally enlist for five years of 
State service, after inspection by the proper authorities. 
The initial expense of joining the provisional battalion 
is $5 for a working suit, for each sailor man in the ranks; 
for commissioned officers of the line and staff, and for 
chief petty officers, the expense will be according to the 
special uniform of each. The monthly dues for each 
cer and man is $1. Blank forms of application and full 
particulars may be had at headquarters in the Hall of 
Records on ‘lunesday and Thursday evenings, between 8 
and 10 o'clock.
